The train rushed on, 
dashed past the house and disappeared, 
As the nolse grew faint it was mingled 
with the sound of falling, slipping 
stones. Mrs. Huemmert looked at the biuffs 
across the track and saw two men scrambling 
up the steep face that led to the summit.

The Story of the Crime. 


Ferdinand Plack’s body was found im frag - 
ments on the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Rallway tracks 200 feet north of the 


Gasconade street crossing Monday morniag. 
This point is two blocks north of the Werk- 
house and in front of Killoran’s quarry. The 
fragments were taken to the Morgue 
and un inguest held, which resuited 
ina verdict of accidental death. An Iron 
Mountain detective learned of some facts in 
connection with the case that did got look 
like accident and an investigation wads begun. 
He ascertained that Plack had been workin 

in Martin Lorenz's quarry, where he ha 

earned by two weeks’ steady work as stone 
dres@er, $25. Of his earnings he was given 
but $14.50 vy his bows, $10.50 being kept out to 
vay his board, as he did not pay it. 
He received $5 aweek ago last Tuesday and 
the balance of the $14.50 on last Friday. He 
had drunk heavily on Thursday and spent 
most of Friday at his boarding place, a equat- 
ter’s cabin a block or twe fromthe Lorenz 
quarry. He was to go to work in Hilioran’s 
quarry on last Saturday morning, but 
did not do 80. He spent neariy 
the whole day Suaday drinking in 
Frank Guetle’s saloon, Meramec street and 
Broadway. He sald there that he had no 
money and obtaineda quart of whisky on 
credit, but told an acquaintance he had saved 
$36. Mr. Guetie overheard this, but does nut 
know whether it was overheard by others or 
not. At the rate he drank—the price of the 
whisky being considered—it is not probable 
that he had peut allof the money he had 
obtained on Friday. He bought nothing but 
whisky.and though he drank a quantity of that 
all tuat be drank between Friday morning 
and Sunday midnight could not have cost 
mone than #2. 

He left the saloon about midnight to go to 
his home and was heard by squatters near the 
rallroad track singinga German hymn he 
always sane when drunk. He had arrived 
withio ashort distance of his home when be 
was killed.

This effort will include 
Pine Ridge, Rosebud, Cheyenne River aud 
Standing Rock. In connection with this Red 
Cloud, Fire Water, Jack Red Cloud and Big 
Road are in some, danger of being arrested. 


Repulsed With Bloodshed. 


CuIcaGco, III., Nev. 27.—A Tribune special 
from St. Paul, Minn., at 2 a. m., says: Om 
cers at the Department of the Dakotas are 
reticent as to what is going on in Montana. 


Two companies of the quota at Fort Keogh 
are on thelr way to the seat of troubie in the 
Dakotas and three companies of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, the colored regiment, are to 
move eastward to-morrow from Missoula.

An analysis of the conditions. of the in- 
dividuals or the body politic which give 
greatest cause for thanksgiving to-day 
will show them to be the product of intel- 
ligent, well-directed, vigorous effort; so, 
reyersely, it may be stated that the mar- 
ring elements which may add bitter flavor 
to the good things of life will be found to 
be occasioned by a lack of proper endeav- 
or. The good or ill which comes by mere 
stroke of fortune is rare and exceptional. 
The saying that ‘‘Providence helps those 
who help themselves’’ is merely an ex- 
pression of the world-old principle that 
blessing has labor and deserving merit 
for its foundation. 

It is hardly necessary to illustrate this 
in the case of the individual. The vast 
majority of men and women who are re- 
joicing most heartily over their so-called 
good fortune and happy circumstances 
to-day see in them well earned wages, the 
fine fruits of earnest work. So in the 
body politic the freedom and growing 
strength and prosperity of the community, 
the State and the nation represent the in- 
telligent “direction, the sturdy toil, even 
the sacrificial blood of fathers and sons 
for generations. 

Applying this truth to the circumstances 
of the present nearest our own experi- 
ence we find St. Louis growing, improv- 
ing and prospering from renewed and 
more intelligent energy put forth for the 
city’s welfare, the recent rebuke of the 
men who trampled upon popular rights in 
the nation and the crushing of the pestif- 
erous parasites of politics in the munici- 
pality, the result of the aroused activity 
of independent and intelligent citizens. 

The rejoicings of to-day will serve only 
part of their proper mission if, in calling 
populaf attention to what has been ac- 
complished, they do not suggest what 
should be accomplished and the need of 
continued high endeavor as individuals 
and citizens.

This has led to the publication of a pri- 
vate letter in which Mr. GLaDSTONE had 
plainly said that Mr. PARNELL’s continu- 
ance in the leadership at the present mo- 
ment would he disastrous tothe cause of 
Ireland, would greatly embarrass many 
hearty and effective friends of that cause, 
and practically nullify Mr. GLADSTONE’s 
own leadership of the Liberal party with 
the Irish cause as its leading issue. 

It may be that Mr. PARNELL will yet 
find meansof allaying the storm of Lib- 
eral protests and reproaches called forth 
by his re-election and by the publication 
of GLADSTONE’S letter. He may show his 
patriotism by voluntarily resigning the 
leadership till the storm blows over and 
until he can put a new face upon the 
O’Shea scandalby marrying Mrs. O’SHEa. 
His failure to do something of that kind 
will turn the vote of confidence he has re- 
ceived into an additional reproach. It 
if he were using the Home 
Rule party as a mere Parnell party, with 
only secondary reference to Ireland and 
the success of her cause. 

It cannot be that Mr. PARNELL is con- 
templating ,another alliance with the 
Tories, or that he can hope to lead his 
party into such an alliance in the face of 
the disastrous result of his former com- 
pact with the Tories.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Numerous Scotch and 
English Liberal Secialists have adopted reso- 
lutions condemning Mr. Parnell and declaring 
that they will not consent to any further po- 
litical co-operation with him.g The morning 
papers comment unfavorably upon Lord 
Salisbury’s vulgar gibe at Mr. Parnell, and 
point to the fact that the English aristocracy 
is too deeply in the mire to permit of ite in- 
dulging in flings at such sinners as the Irish 
leader, though the masses of people have an 
undoubted right to sit in judgment upon these 
offenses. The cases of Marlborough, the Mar- 
quis of Allabury and ethers ad nauseam, are 
cited as cautions to the premier that he is not 
strengthening his position by such ill- natured 
personalities. It is expected that Mr. Parnell 
willannounce his final determination in re- 
gard to retaining the leadership as soon as he 
hears from Mr. O’Brien in response to thé 
cabled Inquiry for his advice. 

MICHAEL DAVITT’S APPEAL. 

Mr. Michael Davitt’s paper, the Labor World, 
in its issue to-morrow will publish an appeal 
to the Irish race at home and abroad, in which 
Mr. Davitt implores them to arise and show 
themselves equal to the present emergency. 
He says there is no hope if Parnell re- 
mains as the leader of the Nation- 
alist party that Ireland’s cause will 
be saved. He declares that the Irish 
party centaine more than one man capable 
of leading it to victory, and there is safficient 
patriotism therein to follow alcader chosen 
from its ow ranks by a majority of its meuw- 
bers. Nevertheless, Mr. Davitt asserts that 
whatever decision is taken atthe Monday's 
adjourned meeting of the Nationalists the 
Irish cause is imperishable. He requests his 
countrymen to pray God that wisdom and 
courage will guide those upon whem Ireland’s 
hopes are centered. 


Waiting for 0’ Conner. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 27.—The Freeman s Journal sug- 
gests that Mr. T. P. O’Connor’s return from 
America be hastened and the Nationaliste wait 
until he arrives before taking definite action in 
the matter of the Irish leadership.A movement 
is on foot to hold meetings throughout Ireland 
on Sunday next for the purpose ef expressing 
confidence in Mr. Farnell.

Canada’s New Foreign Policy. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 27.—It Is officially 
iearned thatthe Dominion Government will 
shortly inaugurate a vigorous fereign policy, 
as a resuitof the adoption of the Mchinley 
bill in the United States. Sir John Macdonald 
intends to establish commercial agencles in 
Rio Janeiro, Buenos Ayrés, Cuba, Mexicoand 
other Southern and Central American States 
whose auty it will be to find out the prices 
Canadian products will bring in those coun- 
tries, together with prices of the products 
those countries can send us. Reports from 
the ageneles are do be published monthly for 
the information of our merchants, farmers 
and manufacturers, In addition the Govern- 
ment is going to have regular steam commu- 
nication with the places mentioned and 
there is to be a monthly service to 
China, Japan and Austraila. A prominent 
Government supporter in this connection 
makes the following announcement: 

‘*‘I near that the Gevernment is going te 
allow any corporation or individual to manu- 
facture in bond for export and receive the 
raw material and machinery free for such 
factories. This will improve the condition of 
those who mafufacture for the local market; 
will increase the population 70 per cent iu ten 
years and increase the home market and con- 
sumption fer all kinds of produce and manu 
factured goods and bring back to Canada at 
least 500,000 of our Canadians that are now 
working in factories in the United States. 
Give us raw material free and we will make 
cheaper goods than any other country in the 
worid.’’

Roast pig for Thanksgiving dinner! Pig, 
goose and duck veurping the place of that no- 
ble bird Ben Franklin would have had the 
United States prefer as its emblem to the 
cagie. It is a degenerate day enough with no 
snow anywhere, and the art of making pump- 
kin pies has gone quite out 
of the Western housewlfe's ken and 
the cranberry crop — failure. 
The English plum pudding has year by yéar 
pushed the pumpkin pie farther and farther 
out ofsight and now the turkey has deserted 
the tablos of the many. The multitude to-day 
must stuff itself on pig and beef and birds of 
lesser value than the gobbier of the walk. 

Perbaps it is too early to lament the aban- 
donment of turkey on thie day. It may be 
that the idol is only temporarily off the ped- 
stal and the new gods of gorging 
are but the substitutes of the moment. 
By Christmas the bird of good cheer may 
again be restored to its positien—but then 
Thanksgiving will be passed, the festival of 
that saint will be gone, andanew feast will 
be here. To-day the one turkey day of all 
the year the bird isecarce, and the price is 


bizh. 

It has been nearly a vear since the poor 
man'stable has been abundantly supplied. 
Before last winter was out there began 
to be ascarcity in provisions and increased 

rices. Thespring was backward, aiternat- 

ng colder than Sitka with summer weather. 
Vegetation gota tair start, and then there 
Was a late onslaugmt of cold that nipped 
everything above ground. At last summer 
got around, hotter than it had been for many 
years. There was norain for weeks. Then 
there wasa sudden flood, and after that nearly 
two months of drouth allovertbis Western 
country. Prices of garcen produce advanced 
In some iInatances 500 per cent over last 
year’s prices, and every eatable was advanced 
over 20 ner cent. 

Later, the conditions were better. Supplies 
were cheaper though not down toa normal 
level. Summer being over the prices of food 
took an upward turn again, and turkey is to- 
day SO per cent higher than it was a year ago 

That le why pig and goose and duck are sub- 
stituted for the bird of freedom on the tables 
ofthe multitude to-day. There le a chance 
thatthe supply will increase before the end 
Of the year, as itis ald thatthe weather and 
not Mckinley is to blame. 

HOW THE DAY WAS OBSERVED, 

The day was vory genersliy observed in al! 
parts of the city and in all branches of bus 
ness. The Merchants’ Exchange was closed 
and this example was followed by 
the Mining Exchanbe, the Cotton Rx 
change and the Commercial Board. 
Third atreet was nearly deserted, only a few 
brokers visitiug their offices, and these re. 
mwaining but asbort time. There was only 
one delivery by the letter carriers, the courts, 
both Federal and State, were closed, and 
the city ofiicials enjoyed “ holi- 
day. The ministers and justices 
of the peace were by no meta dle, as the 
number of marriage licenses issued yester- 
day was more than twice the ordinary 
amount. There was a general suspension of 
work in the manufactories, many of the 
retail establishments were closed in the 
morning and but few were open 
during the afternoon. «<All good Ohristians 
spent the morning at léast in church, There 
were not nearlyeo weny arrivais at the hotels 
as usual, as all who were able sought their 
homes.

The Day's Histery. 


Thankegiviag Day is by far the oldest 
American heliday, dating back to 1621, the 
year following the landing ofthe Pilgrims on 
the Plymouth Rock. The win- 
ter eftheilr landing was one of unusual 


severity, and the sacceediag spring 
was late andinclement. The scanty supplies 
breught from the Old World were soon ex- 
hausted, and before the cold weather broke 
the settlers wore lu a most destitute condl- 
tion. 4 little maize war obtained from 
the Indians, and from March the 
diet of the settiers was confined 
to Indian corn anda previous supply of fish 
5 from the waters of Massachusetts 
At the 1 ag April, 1621, the in- 

— itants of Piymout were ‘suffering the 

pangs of semi-starvation. The allowance of 
corn was cut down to one-half, 
the fishermen and hunters had met with poor 
success, and the outiook for the future was 
most gloomy. Early one morning Gov. Ka- 
ward Bradford was informed by an Indian 
near approach of nis 
faithful friend and al Massaoit, 
at the head of about ninety men. 
The news placed the Governor in a position of 
no little embarrasement as he had ne means 
ofentertaining the expected guests. All the 
food the colonists possessed was thrown into 
A ecommon stock, and preparations 
were made to receive ~ the visitors 
on whose friendsbip so much depended 
in as hospitable a maaner as the limited re- 
sources permitted. Soon the long lino of 
Indians was seen approaching, but trepida- 
tion was changed to rejoicing when it 
wore seen that the visitors did 
not come empty-handed. Massasoilt, 
hearing of the destitute dondition 
ot the English, bad taken pains to provide 
himeelf and his band, not only with —— 
food for their own needs, but with 
supply the colonists. In addition to a large 
supply of Indian corn, the savages brought five 
Geer and three wil turkeys. The feast 
was spread in the Governor's house, and the 
first Thanksgiving Day was celebrated, the 
materiais being provided by the race that 
had least cause to rejoice at the advent of the 
whites. Se deep an impression was made 
upon the colonists dy their reecue 
from starvation. tbat a vprociamation 
was shortly afterwards issued by the Gev- 
ernor setting aside one day in the year as a 
season of Thagksgiving and prayer in com- 
memoration of the event. For several years 
the feast was celebrated in the spring, 
but wae afterwards transferred to the 
fall, and ia 1685 the settiers of Massachusetts 
fixe Roe the last Thursday in November. 
Originally a Puritan heliday, ite observance 
was long confined to New England.

After the ter- 
mination of the revolutionary war the Middle 
States celebrated Thankegiving, but ite ex- 
tension to ether p of the count 
slow.

Hundreds of Men and Women Im- 
prisoned in the Debris. 


The Reden WCcnstructed Grand-Stand, 
Crewded With People, Breaks Dowa— 
About Fifty Persens Injured, but Nene 
Killed—Marsy Frinceton Students and 
Several Ladies Among the Injureé—The 
Bastern Park Management Blamed— 
Four Men Probably Drewned—Myste- 
rieus Explesien Fellowed by a Fire in 
a Chicage Railroad freight House—A 
Miraculeus Escape—Casualtics. : 


New York, Nov. 27.—At noon when the 
Rewly erected open stand was crowded with 
men, women and young girls, the whole 
north end gave way witha terrific crash and 
roar, carrying the rest of the stand with it, 
instantly, and with a noise that sounded like 
thunder. The cries of the men and the 
shrieks of the women were wholly drowned 
by the crash, and the rest ot the spectators 
Sprang to their feet with shouts of fear 
and horror. When the wreck lay still, the 
crowd dashed inte rescue those imprisoned 
under the rafters and for over a half hour 


those imprisoned under the rafters were de- 


ing lifted out and carried away. Ne one was 
killed, but any number of women and young 
girls were carriea out fainting. The scene 
and theshock of it, coming inthe midst of 
the cheers and songs and din of trumpets of 
the students, made a horrible contrast, and 
for some time at least silenced the 
great crowd. The stand that fell was the one 
erected for this game and was occupied by 
these having admission tickets. Only one 
end of the stand, which had held 2,000 
people, remained standing with the boards 
upon which the people had sat sloopingę down 
to the ground. Among those who were hurt, 
and who were not at once taken from the 
ground before their names were learned 
were:

hear. What fun it used to be, when she 
she thought mo one near to siip up behind 
her chair, and, allunobserved, catch in the 
sweet snatches of the 
OLDEN MELODIES. 

When a boy, it was my delight to thus hide 
myself behind the chair of my great-grand- 
mother from Virginia, and listen to her hun 
ming some old uthern air. One day she 
espied me, and in a chiding voice said, leok- 
ing over her glasses: Don't tease your 
grandmother like that. I really believe she 
would have blushed at being caught trying to 
sing, if theface kad not been so old and 
wrinkied. She was undoubtedly seemingly 
ruffled, but 1 coaxed her into telling me some 
stories about the war of 1812, and we were 
soon friendsagain. The children of the Far 
West never Bear the old-time New England 
and Southern cradie gongs, for the mothers of 
the present day hardly know even their frag- 
ments.

It is akind of desert spot in children’s lives 
not to have seen a grandmother and felt her 
tender caresses. 

The birthplace of some of those eariier 

andchildren was, in the ploneer days of the 

ar West, in the old freight wagoos and prairie 
scheoners. On the Oregon, Califerzis and 
Pike’s Peak trails, many a baby was born in 
an old canvas—covered wagon, and all honor 
to the mothers ofthe mation, who cenfuries 
ago braved the dangers of almost unknown 
seas to establish American homes from the 
New England coast te the Georgia shore. 
Then over the Alleghenies they came, and 
then across the Mississippi River. But Amer- 
ican women stopped rot there. They, too, 
braved the wilderness of plain and desert, and 
the storms and dangers of usksown mountain 
passes. The children whose first sight of the 
world was from a canvas wagon train, and 
who are now grown to mankeod and woman- 
heed, cannot look back te a. mansion or a 
vine-clad cottage as their birthplace. 
There is no such sacred home for 
them to meet im fer the happy re- 
union on Thanksgiving. But they are proud 
oftheir birthplace on the fleeting trails of 
western empire at a time when brave men 
were biazing a pathway fer new common- 
wealths te the Pacific, and still more heroic 
wives went with them. Sometimes this stery 
was asad one. A grave was dug; a coffin was 
made from a few pime boards tora from the 
wagon bed. Her sisters—for at such times all 
women are sisters—made what preparations 
they could; mother and child were buried in 
the same grave, and the caravan moved on. 
Neither minister ner priest was there; the 
board, with the name rudely carved thereon, 
has rotted away, and the drifting sands have 
lenge since obliterated what else could have 
marked the spet.

The Address of the Late Union Pacific Presi- 
dent in Resigning His Pesition Charac. 
terized as Spitefal—Hentingten Does 
Not Care te Discuss Railreads—The 
southern Pacific Cut Of—Other Railway 


Matters, 


New vonk, Nov. 27.—It is quite evident that 
the Gould-Sage party, which yesterday went 
into power in Union Pacific affairs, did not 
enjoy the farewell address of Charies Fraacis 
Adams, Mr. Sage was Seen last night after his 
return from Boston and sad: The meeting at 
Boston took just the form that was planned 
for it. The directors were unanimous 
in their actions and expressed 
their fullest approval of the plans 
propoged for securing harmony between 
the various great railroad lines inthe West. 
These plans are made the chief order of bust 
ness after the change lu the management had 
been brought about. The accomplishment of 
this purpose will now be the settled policy of 
the road. It is true, as has been said, that 
the call for a meeting of the presidents of the 
transcontinental lines awaited only the ac- 
tien ot this meeting. That call will now be 
issued and ibe meeting will be held, I sup- 
pose, next week. 

What do vou think of the attitude taken 
by Mr. Adams in retiring from the board?’’ 
was asked, 

The tenor of Mr. Adams’ remarks was un- 
called for, responded Mr. Sage. There 
hag been no public criticism of his manage- 
ment made by any of the directors, notwith- 
standing e fact that he was running the 
road to ruin. A change in the manage- 
ment was simply 4 necessity to 
save the property, and Mr. Andams’ speech 
was a piece ef spite work. I dia not hear it 
myself as I was not then a member of the 
board, but some of those who bad been bis 
own directors denounced it as a most un- 
bandsome thing and were disgusted at the 
display Mr. Adams made of himself. One of 
them said to me: ‘It isa shameful fact that 
Mr. Adams has been tryingtorun this great 
property by means of a lot of women type- 
writers and a dozen orso Harvard graduates 
who knew no more about railroads than a 
backwoodsman. The new members of the 
board were a necessity tovsave the road from 
a ruin that must have come within a year. 

„Mr. Adams says in bie address, con- 
tinued Mr. Sage, ‘‘that be has been President 
of the road for seven years, and that 
during tbat time the actions of the 
board of directors have been in every 
case unanimous. That is simply saying 


that Mr. Adams has been the Union Pacific, 
and is responsible for ite condition. in that 
case he should explain hew it comes that the 
pay roll was Increased by 4,000 names in nine 
months, what personal interest he had in the 
Kansas Smelting Works, in favur of whicha 
discrimination was made in the rates 
for shipping bullion, and a halt dozen other 
matters that might be inquired into. Weare 
not taking hoid ef the Union Pacific for the 
fun of the thing. Iam in it not for pleasure 
or financial profit, but tohelpto save tie 
property. The condition of affairs was such 
that we had to take hold. Now all the direct- 
ort are n aympathby with the pians laid dowa 
by Mr. Gould. 

„What does Mr. Adams mean by his tre- 
quent references to the political connection of 
the Union Pacific?’’ 

That was another piece of spite work. Mr. 
Adams saw that he could not manitain the 
system and he doesnot seem to want any- 
body elee to. That isthe only construction I 
can put upon the several passages of the ad- 
dress that relate to the political aspect of the 
rights and relations of the Ufifon Pacific sys- 
tem. 

When told of the report that the party had 
taken three private detectives with them to 
Boston Mr. Sage avowed emphatically that 
there was not a word of truth in it. 

S. II. H. Clark, Vice-President and manager 
of the Missouri Pacific Road, said last night 
that be had been summoned from St. Louis by 
Mr. Gould, but could not say whether or not 
the management of the Union Pacific was to 
be offered to him. * 


Remarkable, If True. 


George Hazzard of Tacoma announces that 
arrangements have been concluded and the 
capital raised by a syndicate of Russian capi- 
talists and some New York railroad magnates, 


to build a rallroad from Puget Sound to 
Alagka. It is expected the line will be located 
next spring. Ihe company basa capital of 
$150,000,000, and it is understood that a line 
of ferr;boats will de put on to carry entire 
trains across Behring Sea, where they will 
connect with a Russian railroad across the 
desert wastes of Siberia. The latter part of 
the project is still uncertain, but a road to 
Juneau will be commenced early in the 
spring. Besides the seal fisheries, mines, 
and lumber it is claimed there are coal banks 
off the Alaskan coast that are praetically inex- 
haustible. Mr. Hazzard predicts that in five 
years the great fish ingustry of America will 
not be onthe Atiantic coast, but in North 
Pacific waters.

INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


HOW THE NEW LAW IS WORKING IN 
NEW YORK. 


The Number of Animals Fourd to Be Us 
sound Far Smaller Than Had Been Ex 
pected—Immense Increase in the Num- 
ber of Cattle Sent Abroad—Breeders 
Delighted With the Operations ef the

A WELL-ENFORCED LAW. 

„Jam glad to say that nothing of the kind 
has taken place. A better, more thorough, or 
fairer inspection no man could ask, and as far 
as it bas gone the results prove that what the 
breeders have ali along claimed is true, that 
American cattle are, as a rule, remarkably 
sound, and that the amount of sickness prev- 
alent among them is insignificant. The 
inspection is being conducted in a 
very strict and searching manner. Both 
ahippers and inspectors are perfectly aware | 
that the English breeders will be on the look 
out for the faintest symptom of disease in the 
cattle that are sent from this country, and 
that it only three or four cases can be found 
they willbe used asa basis foran appeal to 
Parliament for prohibitory legislation. It is 
thus of the first importance to have the in- 
spection on this side beyond suspicion. But 
even with all this care not more than two or 
three animals im a thousand have been 
rejected. Arrangements have been made 
for a check inspection on the other 
side of the ocean, and if during the voyage a 
steer should develop symptoms of disease, it 
will not be allowed to be sold. 

ENCOURAGING RESULTS. 

„But as a matter ef fact there is very little 
disease now prevalent. There was a great 
hue and cry raised about this matter when a 
numberof the States were endeavoring to 
pass inspection laws. The cattlemen are 
largely responsible for this, as many of us 
believed that the only way to break the 
power of the dressed beef combine was to in- 
augurate a system of State inspection, 
and therefore did not try te show the inac- 


curacy of the statements made. The English 
got the most of their ammunition in regard to 
the prevaience of disease among American 
cattic from these sources. We can now show 
them that our cattle are among the healthiest 
lu the world, and by building up a foreign 
market we even fight the dressed beef monop- 
oly more successfully than by State inspec- 
tions. We did not dure to hope that the num 
bers of cattle shipped would be nearly as 
large as ie «wtb, | to be the case. A large 
number of ships have been remodelled for 
the purpose of carrying cattie and the Eu- 

lish and Scotch orders are heavier than can 


filled. 
IMMENSE SHIPMENTS. 

**So far the inspections foot up 150,000 head, a 
larger number than has been shipped within 
an equal space of time and a heavy increase Is 
sure to take place as soon as breedeis are sat- 
lafled with regard to the inspection, it would 
be dificult to overestimate the benefit which 
throwing open the English market will have 
upon the cattle trade inthis country.

NO RULES, NO OFFICERS, NO ORGANIZA- 
TION, NO CLUB-HOUSE. 


A Représentative Greep of St. Louisans 
Drifting Together fer Informal Inter- 
change of Ideas—The Chicage Sunset 
Club““ Ita Model—Brightaess of Freedem 
Crystallized, 


A somewhat peculiar club, and one which 
in all probability is destined to become one of 
the most notable of all the local institutions 
ofasocial character, is at present ‘‘grow- 
ing in St. Louis. 4 

The werd growing“ is used advisedly, for 
the reason that just at present it is the only 
word that fitiy describes the manner in which 
the new club is gradually assuming definite 
shape. No one is at the head of the move- 
mont for its fermation; it receives ite initial 
impetus from no group, clique, profession or 
representative interest. It is perhaps 
best descrided as coming into being 
through an almost involuntary fusion 
of certain elements of St. Louis intellectual 
and social development already in operation 
in the several larger clubs, and has been 
brought from the realm of the abstract into 
that of the concrote,simply through favorable 
discussion of its vital principle among certain 
gentlemen whose views ot the pleasant desir- 
ability of such a club have met with a 
friendly reception from certain other gentle- 
menand thusfinally solidified into tangible 
club shape. 

A CLUB WITHOUT FOUNDERS. 

As an anonymous and unfathered movement 
the proposed formation of the new club has a 
character distinctly its own, and its first doc- 
umentary production is in keeping with this 
quaint spirit. During the course of the 
present week a printed circular, un- 
signed and with no indication of the source 
from whence it emanated, was addressed to a 
number.of gentlemen “whose names are al- 
ready on one or other of the membership 
lists of local clubs or who are known by their 
professional work In away which led to their 
selection in the present instance. The circu- 
lar itself, unsigned as stated, is a frank, im- 
formal and unusual production in the way of 
a *‘prospectus’’ and Leads as follows:

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THE BRAZILIAN FLEET. 


Escorted Inte the Fort of New York by 
American Vessels. 


NEW Tonk, Nov. 2.—The Brazalian war 
ships AquidaDan and Guanabara, which ar- 
rived off Southwest Spit, Lewer 
Bay, late yesterday and an- 
chored there for the night, weighed 
anchor shortly after S8o'’clock this morning 
and steamed slowly up te the bay and the 
North River to a polnt opposite 
Twenty-fourth street, where they 
came te anchor again. They were 


escorted by the American gunboat Yorktown 
and the dispatch boat Dolphin, tne vessels 
the tollowing order: 
followed half 
y the Yorktown; 
then came the Aquldaban followed by the 
Guanabara,the same distance intervening de- 
tween each vessel. As the Dolphin passed 
quarantine the guns at Fort Wadsworth 
boomed forth a salute. Asthe fleet steamed 
on in single file the bay was dotted with tus 
and emall sailing or ant, filed with interested 
spectators. At 9:45 o’clock the Navy Yard 
oe boat steamed out past the batter 
fell into line three-lourthe of a mile ahea 
of the Doinhin. As the latter passed tne statue 
of Liberty the colores were run up 
and atthe same moment a white cloud of 
smoke puffed out from old Castle William on 
Goversor’s Island and the cannon 
roared out * welcome nine cor- 
secutive times. The Brasilian oruiser 
Aquidaban responded with fifteen guns. The 
little feet continued its way up the North 
River, the Revenue Cutter Chandler 
as — police boat to 
other crafts out of their 
course. It was about ll o’clock when the fleet 
finaliy dropped anchorin their berths at the 
foot ef West Twenty-fourth street. This will 
be the permanent anchorage of the ~My gt >" 
vessels while they remain at this port. 
United states steamer Philadelphia of the 
Northern Atiantic squadron, Admiral Gherar- 
ais flag ship, lay up the river about 400 feet 
above the Brazilian vessels.

—Rents for Dwellings. 


The number of private hotels and residential 
premises in Paris ofa rental of over £1,000 a 
year fs surprisingly small, considering the 
reputation for wealth that the French capital 
hes acquired, remarke the Pali Mall Gazette. 
There are in thie capital altogether 81,291 
houses, divided into 1,141,955 tenancies, of 
which 28,159 are workshops and wmanu- 


factories, 308,328 are shops and places 
of business, and 940,468 are apparte- 
ments or hoteis for human hab- 
itation. Half of these appartements or fats 
do not bring in a higher rental than £12 per 
annum. Thatis the averuge sum which a 
workman will have to pay for two diminutive 
rooms on the fifth, sixth or seventh story ofa 
crowded tenement, where the only advantage 
altitude gives is the chance of breathing some 
of the fresh air of heaven. Of flats ranging in 
rent from £40 to £60 a year there are 32,974; 

from £60 to £160 Tyee 59,775; from £160 to 
£400 rental, 12,222; from £400 to £800 a year, 

1,980; while of Inhabited houses with a rental 
ot ever Leo there are only 370. Shop rents isa 
me busy parts of the town are enormously 

ear. 

It will thus be seen that, with perhaps the 
exception of the districts "ef the Faubourg 
Saint-Germain, the Champs Elysees, and the 
Parc Monceau, Paris is essentially acity of 
middle-class people and werkmen, who, ia 
the matter of rent, taxes, and octroi, bave to 

ay pretty stiffiy for the privilege of living in 
t. Large blocks of buildings beleng, not to 
private individuals, but insurance companies 
and banking establishments, who charge 
what they like, and de net care much whether 
a shop or an apartment stands on their boeks 
empty fora time, because an applicant re- 
fuses to pay an excessive rept, seeling sure 
that soon they will be able to extert their 
own terms, It is estimated that the 
prose rentalof Paris reaches the respecta- 

le total of £30,000,000 a year, while the value 
of the whole of the property in the French 
capital, dwelling houses, shops and manufac. 
tories is put down at £440,000,000. At the 
present moment there are nearly 49,000 places 
of business or flats vacant, or about 2,000 
more than at this time twe years ago. Taking 
into cossideration the convenience given in 
exchange for the rental, the average London 
resident, with his compact heuse and little bit 
of garden, has much more enjoyment for his 
meney, the Daily Telegraph thinks, than the 
Frenchman in a similar social position in 
France, packed up la a small flat on the fifth 
floor of a tesement, for which he pays from 
£80 co £100 a year. Much of the Parisians’ 
love of cafes and opes-air cafe concerts is 
due te the cribbedand cenfined apartments 
in which they have to make their homes.

HARVARD-YALE GAME. 


A CRITICAL ANALYSIS OF LAST SATURDAY’S 
FOOT-BALL CONTiST. 


Winners at the Late New York Herse Show 


Conditiens ef the Keyal Victoria Chal- 
lenge Cup Compared With Those of the 
America’s Cup—Eacing, Base Ball and 
Sporting News Generally. 


HE great game of 
foot-ball that Harvard 
end Yale played at 
Springfleld on Satur- 
day was probably the 
most interesting oon; 
test that ever took 
place between Har- 
vard and Yale on the 
toot-ball fleld, ana is 
wonsidered by some 
the greatest game of 
foot-ball that was 
ever played in this 
country. The Harvard 
eleven is undoubtedly 
the best team that 
was ever organized 
at Cambridge, and it 
is believed dy many 
that the Yale eleven is the best that Yale ever 
placed inthe field. But it that is questioned 
still the fact remains that the Yale foot~ball 


team of 1890 played one of the most remarka.- . 


ble games on record during the last half hour 
of the match. The score was I2to 0 against 
the Yale boys, but they fought with a despera- 
tion and courage that entitie them to a most 
honorable recollection in connection with the 
Springfield game of 1890. 

The two teams were more evenly matehed 
than the score would seem to indicate. But 
the Harvard eleven clearly demonstrated its 
superiority. It was supposed that Harvard 
was going to play a ‘‘star’’ game, that is, 
that the tremendous Lake, the fleet Corbett 
and the goal-kicker Trafford were to play the 
game. There was an impression that Yale 
would depend more on the rushb-line than 
ever. But the contest, after all, was fought 
out by team work. The two elevens were 
fairly matched in strength and weight. Yale 
had concentrated weight in the rush-line, 
and that told in the first part of the game. 
Heffelfinger, Lewis, Stanley, Morrison and 
the other solid men in the Yale rush-line 
steadily crowded the Harvard team down the 
field. Runs by Williams, McClung and Ben 
Morison aided, but it was the rushers who 
were pressing Harvard at that part of the 
game. 

Time and time again the Yale boys forced 
the ball within ten or twenty yards of Har- 
vard’s goal post. But they could not get the 
ball across the line. 

Bernie Trafford could not punt so effectively 
as usualat that stage of the contest, because 
the wind was dead against him. So the rusb- 
lines had ample opportunity to try conciu- 
sions. Yale would press Harvard back, but 
at critical and dangerous moments the Har- 
vard rushers would gather themselves to- 
gether, and Yale was held every time. Cran- 
ston was more than a match for Lewis. Perry 
Trafford was by no means outciassed by 
Heffelfinger, and Finlay was equal to S. Mori 
son. Heffelfinger and Morison bave played 
together all the season, but Trafford and Fin- 
lay joined the eleven only a few weeks ago. 
Of course, Harvard played the backs for all 
that they were worth. Lake, the most powerful 
half-back that has been seen for years, would 


carry the ball out whenever the crimson was 
too close to the home goal; or Corbett would 
dodge and twist his way up the fleld, or Traf- 
ford would kick. Stil, the all- round work of 
the Harvard team was superior to that of 
Yale, when it was supposed tnat Yale would 
win, she was to win, Dy. Detter team work. 

The guarding of Perry Trafford and Finlay, 
and the sharp, quick tackiing of Cumnock and 
Newell, were features of the game which were 
lost sight of by the crowd. Cranston, Trafford 
and Fiplay mademagnificent openings for Lake 
and Corbett, which saved Harvard from imm! 
nent danger during the first halfof the game. 
Time and time again the fleet Williams was 
downed by Cumnock or Newell before he had 
reached the end of the rusb-lines. Their op- 
ponente failed to block them. 

The playing of both teamsim the second 
half of the game was a maenificemt exhibition 
of ecitence and courage. The wind was with 
Trafford, and he began to kick tremendous 
punts. Half way down the field the ball was 
passed to Lee and the team work that foliowed 
was the finest feature of the game. Surround- 
ed by Corbett, B. Traflord, Dean and Cum- 
nock, Lee started to dodge around the end of 
the rush line. So perfectly was he protected 
that Lee seemed to move as one man with ten 
legs and arms, and when be was around the 
end he had a clear fieldand made a touch- 
down. Some people say that Harvard’s sec- 
ond touchdown was made bya fluke. But it 
must be remem bered that teams 
are trained to take advantage of the mistakes 
of their opponents. Lewis, the center rusher 
ot the Yale team, snapped the ball back 
poorly, and Barbour, the qurrter- back, 
missed it. Dean, the Harvard quarter-back, 
was agile enough to vet throuch the Yale line 
in time. quick enough to see his advantage, 
and sufficiently speedy to outrun Hartwell and 
make the winning touchdown. 

But the struggle from that time on sur- 
passed everything else. Yale braced and 
rushed the ball up to Haervard’s goal-line. 
Harvard tostten yards by interference, and 
McClung was near enough to the line te run 
over and make 54 touchdown. A 
goal was kicked, which left the 
score 12 to 6 n favor of Harvard. The 
mettie of the two teams was now shown in the 
remaining fifteen minutes. Harvard played 
to prevent Yale from scoring, and Yale 
fought desperately to tie the game at least. 
Trafford and B. Morison punted, und caught 
euch other’s punts on the touchdown line. A 
muff would bave been fatal, with opposing 
players near at hand. It was dark, and the 
spectators could hardly distinguish the 
piayers. McClung, Morison and Blies did 
some tine running, but they copid not cross 
the line. Trafford did some sharp punting, 
and Corbett and Lee some fine running. 80

Hie Case Transferred te the United States. 


Circuit for a Ruling on a Law Point. 
The case of Wm. Grimm, photographer, 


charged with using the mails for improper) 


purposes, was on the motion of District At- 
torney Reynolds in the United States District 
Court certified to the United States Oircult 
Court. This move was made to secure a ril- 
ing of Circuit Judge Caldwellon what will be 
the point in dispute in the case.
